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HARRISBURG (AP) ~ Gov. 
Shapp, cou nting on cu rbing sky­ 
rocketing welfare costs, says he 
will balance the state's bu dget 
next year withou t an increase in 
taxes. 


“At this particu lar moment,” 
the governor said, ‘‘I see no 
need to increase taxes for the 
1972-73 general fu nd bu dget.” 


Shapp, 
in 
an 
interview 
discu ssing his past year in of­ 
fice and his plans for next year, 
based his hope for no new taxes 
largely on closing loopholes in 
the welfare system, which he 
called “ the most difficu lt 
problem facing u s.” 
“We have to help the poor, the 


blind, the aged and the lame 
and we have to control abu ses in 
a program that has grown like 
Topsy. 


"Unfortu nately, many of the 
abu ses are cau sed by federal 
regu lations which contain loop­ 
holes su ch as persons earning 
$14,000 yearly being eligible for 
su pplemental relief payments 
u nder the work incentive pro­ 
gram,” Shapp added. 


The state’s relief roles as of 
mid-December inv(dved 865,200 
persons — the highest level in 32 
years — and is continu ing to 
increase by nearly 20,000 
monthly. 
Cash relief payments and 


medical assistance to relief 
recipients as well as the so- 
called medically indigent who 
are not on the dole, are casting 
$1 billion a year cu rrently with 
the state paying 55 per cent and 
the Federal Government the 
balance. 
Shapp said he expects a cu r­ 
rent stu dy of state operations by 
his bu siness review ta.sk force to 
come u p with money-saving 
proposals. 


“ One of their proposals 
shou ld save the state from $3 
million to $5 million yearly by 
speeding u p deposit and in­ 
vestment of tax checks from 20 
days to five days. 


"We can probably save from 
17 5 million to $10 million yearly 
in du plicate relief checks, half 
of which may be frau du lent by 
distribu ting the checks throu gh 
the banks instead of the maiU,” 
Shapp said.

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Armed Gunma n Hija cks 
Air Ca na da Jetliner 


TORONTO (AP) - An armed 
gu nman hijacked an Air Cana­ 
da jetliner Su nday night on a 
flight from Thu nder Bay, Ont., 
let the 83 passaigers off here 
while the plane was refu eled, 
then took off for Cu ba. 
An airline spokesman said the 
hijacker kept the crew aboard 
the DC9 at gu npoint for the 
flight to Cu ba. 
There were no reports of in­ 
ju ries. 
The aircraft—Flight 9 62— 
tou died down here at 7:55 p.m. 
and left 50 minu tes later with 
only the six crew members and 
the gu nman aboard. 
Air Canada spokesman Earl 
Goddard said the company had 
no idea that the jetliner had 
been hijacked u ntil it landed. 
He said the hijacker told the 
crew that he had a gu n, a hand 
grenade and "a bomb.” 
"We had no indication of >^at

added. 
Ilie crew inclu ded a captain, 
first officer and fou r steward­ 
esses, Goddard said. 


It was the second hijacking of 
the Christmas weekend. A 
Boeing 707 of Northwest Air­ 
lines landed at Chicago on 
Christmas Eve after a fligl^ 
from Minneapolis-St. Pau l with 
a gu nman aboard v^lio threat­ 
ened to blow the plane u p u nless 
he was paid $300,000 ransom. 


As in the Toronto hijacking, 
the Chicago hijacker allow ^ 
the passengers to disembark. 
Bu t the crew members appar­ 
ently escaped throu gh an exit 
door at the front of the plane 
while the hijacker was in the 
passenger cabin. Withou t a pilot 
to take him anywhere, the 
hijacker su rrendered to police. 


Q. — I’ve heard that Presidoit Nixon has signed two bills of 
great importance to veterans and their dependents. Can you give 
me more information on this legislation? R.C.F. 
A. — These bills, H.R. 1165! and H.R. 11652 will have an 
impact in several ways for more than 2,0M,00 disabled 
veterans, widows, orphans and dependent parents who will 
benefit immediatdy — as will cou ntless Veteran Ad­ 
ministration beneficiaries who come on rolls in the years to 
come. lYie estimated cost of these bills in ju st the first year 
amou nts to some $19 5-million. 
By signing these bills, the President has prevented hard­ 
ships that wou ld have occu rred starting Janu ary 1, when 
Social Secvrity increasas become effective. Withou t the 
legislation, 1,150,000 pensk>ners wou ld have had their pen­ 
sions redu ced owing to Social Secu rity increases, and more 
than 16,000 on the VA rolls wou ld have lost their pensions 
entirely. 
A new formu la approach embodied in the legislation in lieu 
of tables of payment rates and income limitations in the 
present law, will better allocate VA payments to relative 
need, and will in the fu tu re avoid disproportionate redu ction 
of payments when ou tside income increases. 
One measu re (H.R. 11651) provides cost of living increases 
averaging 6-5 per cent in nonservice-connected disability and 
death pensions paid by VA to nearly two million veterans, 
widows and children. The increases are effective Janu ary 1, 
1972. 
Another iMrovisk>n in this law also increases, effective 
Janu ary 1,19 72, income limits by $300 for all pensioners. The 
existing annu al income limit of $2,300 for a veteran or widow 
with no dependent goes u p to $2,600, with the present limit of 
$3,500 for a veteran or widow with dependent being raised to 
$3.800. 
Pensioners covered u nder an earlier law are also inclu ded 
in the raised income limits, with the present ceUing of $1,9 00 
for a vet wHh no dependents going u p to $2.200, and the $3.200 
limit for a veteran with dependents increasing to $3.500. 
Hie second law signed by the president also becomes ef­ 
fective Janu ary 1. 1972. It provides a 10 per cent increase in 
dependency and indemnity compensation benefits for 176.000 
widows; a five per cent increase in these benefits for 46.000 
children, and a 6.5 per cent increase in benefits for 68.500 
parents of servicemen who died becau se of service-connected 
ditabUHies. The new formu la approach also applies to and 
will benefit these parenU who are receiving dependency and 
indemnity compensation payments.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Se­ 
lective Service officials say it is 
virtu ally certain nobody will be 
drafted in Janu ary. 
If the Pentagon shou ld send 
Selective Service headqu arters 
a new draft call this week, offi­ 
cials say it wou ld be technically 
possible to indu ct a few you ng 
men next month.

Defense sou rces predict a 
new draft call, when it comes, 
will apiH'oximale the low level 
of 10,000 in the iu st-endinir Oc­ 
tober - November - December 
qu arter. 
They indicated a main reason 
the draft will remain low in the 
months ahead is that the Army 
is u nder orders to cu t its overall 
strength to 89 2,000 men by mid-

stances, Secretary of the Army 
Robert Froehlke said some time 
ago; "Becau se we cannot have 
squ ads made u p entirely of 
sergeants.”

NEW YORK (AP) — No-fault 
auto insurance coverage, which 
after a year has produced a 27 .6 
per cent cut in the cost of some 
policies in Massachusetts, will 
be Uried out in three more states 
fUrting Jan. 1. 
Florida, Illinois and Dela­ 
ware have adopted programs 
under which liability insurance 
pays routine medical and wage 
lou benefits to victims in minor 
cases regardless of who is at 
fault. Massachusetts was the 
first state to adopt no-fault cov- 
erage. 
The states’ plans vary, but 
basically they provide that a 
motorist can collect out-of- 
pocket 
losses 
promptly— 
iBually within 30 days—from 
his own insurance company no 
matter who caused an accident. 
Except in Delaware, the no­ 
fault laws limit the right to sue a 
negligent party to cases in­ 
volving serious or lingering in­ 
juries. 
The system now in effect in 
most states requires the person 
who is negligent in an accident 
to pay for the other party’s in­ 
juries. 
Critics contend that the 
present system is ineffective 
and wasteful, that premiums 
are too high, accident investi­ 
gation costs consume too much 
of the premium dollar, and liti­ 
gation clogs the courts and pro­ 
duces delays in payment. 
The U.S. Transportation De­ 
partment, after a $2.5-million 
study concluded that there 
should be federal no-fault cov­ 
erage for every owner of a mo­ 
tor vehicle to protect himself, 
his passengers and pedestrians, 
but the Nixon administration 
supports state-by-state imple­ 
mentation of no-fault at this 
time. 
Proponents of no-fault say it 
provides prompt payments, 
pays reasonable losses while 
eliminating overpayments, pro­ 
vides benefits to persons not 
compensated in the past and 
stabilizes the cost of auto insur­ 
ance. 
Massachusetts officials felt 
their plan worked so well in its 
first year of operation that last 
week they ordered a 27 .6 per 
cent reduction in premium costs 
for compulsory bodily injury 
auto insurance for 1972. They 
also ordered insurance com­ 
panies to set up a reserve fund 
to provide an additional 27 .6 per 
cent reduction for 1972 should it 
be approved in the courts. The 
officials 
said 
this 
would 
equalize what they termed the 
industry’s excess profits in 1971. 
In addition, Massachusetts 
legislators recently extended 
the no-fault concept to property 
damage coverage in 1972. 
For the critics, however, 
Marvin E. Lewis, president (A 
the American Trial Lawyers 
Association, claims no-fault is 
“merely a term dreamed up on 


Madison Avenue for the insur­ 
ance industry.” He contends 
that it is discriminatory and 
that it will cost the public more 
in the long run. 
“In reality there has been no 
reduction for the people of Mas­ 
sachusetts because they have 
been receiving far less bene­ 
fits,” Lewis said. He said that in 
the first six months under no­ 
fault accident insurance, vic­ 
tims received approximately 
$800,000 in benefits compared 
with $4 million paid to Bay State 
accident victims in the same 
period of 1970. 
Milton G. McDonald, chief 
actuary for the Massachusetts 
insurance department, attribut­ 
ed the sharp drop in benefits to 
a 35 per cent decrease in the 
number of claims and a 60 per 
cent reduction in the cost of an 
average claim. He said the av­ 
erage claim cost dropped that 
iharply because payment for 
“pain and suffering” on minor 
injuries was eliminated by the 
law. 
Three other states—Oregon, 
Minnesota and South Dakota— 
have adopted some aspects of 
the no-fault approach to auto 
liability insurance, and the leg­ 
islatures of at least 30 other 
slates are expected to take a 
look at no-fault auto insurance 
plans in 1972. 
Despite all the activity by 
lawmakers, a nationwide Gal­ 
lop Poll taken earlier this year 
showed that 8 out of 
10 people 
had either never heard of no­ 
fault auto insurance or hadn’t 
made up their minds about it. 
Among those who were aware of 
the concept, though, the poll 
showed wide acceptance.

If the latest raids follow the 
pattern of eight previous en­ 
larged strikes since May 1970, 
the targets likely included troop 
buildups, truck parks, supply 
depots, fuel depots, surface-to- 
air missile sites and associated 
equipment, radar stations and 
other antiaircraft defenses. 


There was strong speculation 
that some MIG air bases were 
attacked, since U.S. reconnais­ 
sance planes had been photo­ 
graphing them frequently in the 
past two weeks.

The amphibio us assau lt heli­ 
co pter carrier Guam will d epart 
No rfo lk, Va., in mid -Janu ary , 
lo ad ed with helico pters and 
VSTOL (v ertical sho rt takeo ff 
and land ir^) jet fighters to test 
what the ad mirals call a sea 
co ntro l ship. 


The Nav y ho pes to build at 
least eight o f these v essels, d e­ 
scribed by Ad m. Elmo R. Zum- 
walt Jr. as small, cheap v er­ 
sio ns o f the big attack carriers 
fo r keeping sea lanes o pen. 
Bud get-mind ed cwigressmen 
are likely to questio n the need 
fo r build ing a billiwi-d o llar car­ 
rier if the Nav y can pro d uce a 
miniv ersio n fw what, co m­ 
parativ ely speaking, so u nd s 
like a bargain-basement price 
o f $100 millio n. 
But Zunwalt, the chief o f nav ­ 
al o peratio ns, say s these new 
minicarriers are intend ed to 
co mplement the big flattens, 
no t replace Uiem. 
With its helico pters fo r su r­ 
v eillance and early -warning 
and VSTOL jets fo r limited air

So phisticated elec­ 
tro nics fw tracking unfriend ly 
su bmarines and ships will be 
ab(» rd the aircraft, rather than 
the ship.

No rmally , abo ut 45 per cent o f 
a new ship’s co sts are in the hull 
and engines and the remaind er 
into electro nics and weapo ns.

Punishing The Bro a dca sters 


Miss Edith Efron ’s book, THE NEW 
TWISTERS, wherein the in dustrious lady 
reports the results of en dless hours of tape 
recordin g the television n ews durin g the 
fin al weeks before the Presiden tial 
Election of 1968, makes the poin t that 
television is simply n ot observin g the 
Fairn ess Doctrin e as that Doctrin e is 
gen erally un derstood. The treatmoit of 
the n ews was over-whelmin gly pro- 
Democratic. pro-Humphrey, she proved, 
n otwithstan din g an y demon stration that, 
in an excess of zeal, she might have made 
out the situation to be sli^tly worse than it 
is. 
Tlie question in evitably arises: how is 
the Fairn ess Doctrin e, an d the larger 
social doctrin es of which it is a part, to be 
applied to situation s in gen eral? Or to 
situation s in particular? There are on ly 
three n etwork n ews programs.

T^e other organ ization s, in ad­ 
dition to objectin g to Mr. Pián am, object 
to the racial imbalan ce in the staff of the 
station . 
A professor from the Un iversity of 
Californ ia writes, “George Putn am is a 
sort of articulate tiard-hat, laureate of the 
Archie Bun ker con stituen cy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25 - In his 
Christmas message to the American 
people, Presidmt Nixon said this was a 
time for reflection , an d spoke of “that 
special grace that makes this a time of 
givin g an d ftM-givin g — a time of goodwill, 
when we kn ow the true peace that lodges in 
the heart. As we work toward peace in the 
world, let us do so both in si» red an d 
stren gthen ed by this peace in the heart.” 
It is a n oble sen timen t, but “peace in the 
heart” is on e thin g the American people do 
n ot have at the en d of 1971. We are still, as 
Mr. Un coh) said, “destitute of faith but 
terrified of skepticism ,” rich, well- 
favored, decoit an d gen erous, but without 
“peace in the heart.” 
There is in this coun try today, un less I 
see it wron g, more equality, more people 
at work un der favorable con dition s than 
ever before in the history of the Republic, 
more progress at the frin ges of life than at 
an y other tim e; bti at the core an d heart of 
life there is great un certain ty, self-doubt 
an d even self-hate. 
If this is true, where lies the ex- 
I^an atk>n ? It lies, I thin k, in a paradox: in 
the failure of success. Adversity we have 
con quered 
with 
perseveren ce, 
but 
prosperity has been too much for us. The 
old gods may have failed, but the “bitch 
goddess, Success,” was n o substitute. 
Not so lon g ago, Vern on Parrin gton 
could rebuke Sin clair Lewis for sn eerin g at 
the middle-class values of the small 
American town s. “A rich an d abun dan t 
life, m(^ivated by a fin e sen se of ethical 
respon sibility an d disciplin ed by a 
democratic public school, is, in sober 
fact,” said Parrin gton , “the distin guishin g 
characteristic of America that sets our 
coun try apart from all other lan ds in 
Western civilization . . . 
“Where else has the 
In dustrial 
Revolution been brought so completely 
an d happily un der domin ion to the 
democratic idea, or been so en n obled by 
ethical values? Here it has scattered its 
wealth amon g the plain people with a 
boun tiful han d, un til the poorest family 
en joys its n ickel-plated plumbin g, its 
flivver, its telephon e, its radio . . . an d all 
the thousan d aids to comfort an d in ­ 
telligen ce which a few gen eration s ago 
were den ied kin gs.” 
This was the popular assumption an d 
maybe the fatal fallacy of American 
materialism: that when our machin es an d 
our power “scattered wealth amon g the 
plain people,” everybody would live like 
kin gs; an d in a way this is precisely what 
hai^n ed, fo r n ow a great man y people n ot 
on ly live like kin gs, but are as un happy as 
kin gs. 
When that remarkable Fren chman , 
Jacques Maritain . was in the Un ited 


States, he wrote that “the supren ie value 
in the American scale of values is good­ 
n ess; human reliability, good-will, 
devotion , an d helpfuln ess” ; but v^ile 
there is still a lot of this aroun d, it is 
precisely the erosion of these qualities 
which helps exfdain so man y of the 
division s in our n ation al life, in our family 
lives, an d the declin e in the essen tial 
services of modem livin g. 
On the larger scale of world politics, it is 
difficult to fin d an ythin g in the history of 
n ation s to match the gen erosity of the 
Un ited States in rebuildin g both ^lied an d 
en emy n ation s after the last World War, 
an d yet equally difficult to ex{dain the 
widesix-ead in differen ce in this coun try 
toward the butchery of human life in 
Pakistan sin ce last March or the killin g 
that still goes on in Vietn am n ow, after 
lon g years of warfare in that wretched 
coun try. 
Still, there are some thin gs to add to 
these morbid reflection s. Mistakes of 
policy can be corrected. “I sometimes 
thin k,” Mr. Justice Cardozo on ce 
remarked, “that we worry ourselves 
overmuch about the en durin g con ­ 
sequen ces of our errors. They may work a 
little con fusion for a time. In the en d they 
will be modified or corrected or their 
teachin g ign ored. The future takes care of 
these thin gs.” 
It does, that is, if we can still coimt on 
what Jc^n 
Lord 
O’Brian 
calls 
the 
irresistible moral force of con scien ce, an d 
coun t also on a Govern men t that follows 
“a stron g an d cen tral role of simple 
fairn ess.” An d fortun atdy there is some 
eviden ce aroun d that the con scien ce of the 
n ation still exists. 
In fact, on e reason why there is so little 
“peace in the heart” of America at the en d 
of 1971 is that a great man y people are 
fin ally facin g the moral dilemmas of 
power, materialism an d war, which were 
bein g evaded or ign ored just a few short 
years ago. 


They 
are challen gin g man y old 
assumption s about the rights of govern ­ 
men ts to make war, an d the production of 
an ythin g regardless of what it does to the 
human con dition , an d the relation s bet­ 
ween men an d women , employers an d 
employees, yes, an d even the rdation s 
between the church an d the in dividual an d 
the highly advertised satisfaction s of the 
secular life. 


Even John Foster Dulles, vs^o did so 
much to expan d American military power 
an d ex t^ d American political c<xn - 
mitmen ts from Europe to Vietn am, wen t 
to his grave won derin g if material power 
was the an swer.

Garthoff challen ged Kishilov’s in ­ 
formation .

The Soviet n egotiator rq>lied that his 
statemen t, of course, didn ’t in clude ^¡oa 
“for missiles in ten ded for use again st 
other coun tries.” 
“ We certain ly would in clude all 
ICBMS,” said Garthoff, “that is, all 
strategic ballistic missiles with the r« ige 
for strikin g the U.S.” 
“Yes,” agreed KishUov, “that is my 
un derstan din g, an d the n umbers are 
approximately equal.” 
The Soviets have proposed a formal 
treaty limitin g an U-ballistic missiles. At 
first, they wan ted the ICBM freeze to be 
set by secret agreemen t, spdled out in an 
exchan ge of letters.

We got the real story from the Can adian 
moun tie who made the arrest, 
Ed 
McEthon e, then a corporal. He con firmed 
un equivocally that he had testified in May 
1944 that Hirshhom den ied he had an y 
con traban d mon ey with him at Maltó n 
airport. 
“I in tercepted him,” McEthon e recalled 
he had told a police court, “an d I asked 
him to come to a private room.” McEthon e 
was about to search Hirshhom an d his 
baggage. Not un til then did the fin an cial 
^» culator produce $1S,<KX) in cash he was 
tryin g to smuggle out of Can ada. In deed, 
Hirshhom pleaded guilty to the charge. 
Note: We wrote in July, 1970, that we had 
foun d n o record of Hirshhom registerin g 
for the draft in World War U although we 
checked in Washin gton an d at the storage 
cen ters for his residen ces. Now, with n o 
help (an d n o complain t) from the old stock 
ju¿ le r we have been able to verify he 
registered on Lon g Islan d an d are pleased 
to set the record straight.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - 
ConsuiYier adv ocate Ralph Na­ 
der dWrg ed Sunday that mil­ 
lions of workers are threatened 
ev ery-day by occupational haz­ 
ards \lrhich he calM "the worst 
and itiost sav ag e forms of do­ 
mestic v iolence. 
“It is four times more serious 
than streei crime,” Nader told 
one of the opening sessions of 
the 138th meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Ad­ 
v ancement of Science. 
More^than lO.OOO of the na­ 
tion’s researchers and profes­ 
sors are here for a week of dis­ 
cussions on a wide v ariety of 
subjècte. 
Nader, participating on a 
panel With a biolog ist, union 
leader, and i^ysician, attacked 
the indifference of manag ement 
and scientists, the inadequacy 
of g ov éïiment and the inability 


of labor to attack the g rowing 
IM*oblem of occupational health 
and safety. 
He predicted it would be “one 
of the sleeper political issues (rf 
the 197 0s” as men and women in 
factories, mines and offices 
fig ht, and maybe ev en strike, 
for healthier and safer working 
conditions. 
“Many workers are g oing 
batty b^ause of physical as­ 
saults on their body,” Nader 
said. “Ev ery month a new oc­ 
cupational health hazard is 
documented, yet we are barely 
scartching the surface. A new 
industrial chemical is in- 
U*oduced ev ery 20 minutes in 
our society but who checks to 
see if it will maim or kill until it 
does.” 
The young attorney, who has 
charg cd General Motors and 
the Du Pont Co. with more con­ 


cern for profits than people, 
said it is estimated today ¿lat 
14,000 are killed annually while 
at work, and another 500,000 are 
permanently disabled. 
He said, howev er, the data 
are unreliable, and he added 
that proper statistics must be 
kept to account for the thou­ 
sands or workers who breathe 
in coal, cotton and asbestos 
dust, or ing est chemicals that 
ev entually shorten their liv es. 


Nader made these other 
points: 
1. Many hazards are pre­ 
v entable. The natimal strateg y 
should be prev ention, to stqp 
exposure to occupational health 
hazards rather than to try to 
find a cure for the disease the 
hazards caused.

“We hav e had no medicine 
supply since Dec. 
10 and our 
antibiotics and anti-dysentary 
medicines are near exhausted,” 
said Dr. S.A. Moid, 42, one of 
two doctors serv ing 50,000 per­ 
sons in section elev en of Mirpur.

Treatment u su ally 
begins with painkillers and antico nvu lsant dru gs, su ch as 
Dilantin and Tegreto l. Tempo rary relief may also be 
o btained by injectio ns o f alco ho l, pheno l, o r ho t water into 
the invo lved nerves. A visit to the dentist is in o rder 
becau se malo cclu sio n du e to a fau lty bite may be 
respo nsible. 
T^e pain u su ally fo llo ws the co u rse o f o ne o r mo re 
branches o f the trigeminal nerve. One go es to the area 
abo ve the eye, a seco nd to the cheek, and part o f the no se, 
and the bo tto m branch go es to the lo wer jaw. Altho u gh the 
distress lasts o nly a few mo ments, it hits witho u t warning, 
and is described as sho o ting, jabbing, darting, sizzling, o r 
bu rning. 
So me su fferers are free fro m pain fo r mo nths, bu t the 
respite is fo llo wed by w e^s, o r mo nths o f hellish ago ny. 
Du ring the bad times, the episo des may be bro u ght o n by 
to u ching an o verly sensitive trigger zo ne o n the face, o r by 
mo vements asso ciated with eating, talking, washing, o r 
shaving the face, and bru shing the teeth. Kno wing this, 
the victim may no t shave, o r wash the face, and so o n lo o ks 
like a bu m. 


No o ne kno ws why the trigeminal nerve bdiaves in this 
way, bu t we su spect that the fibers in the center fro m 
which 
the 
nerve 
o rginates 
are 
co mpressed 
o r 
degenerating. When the invo lved nerve is expo sed by the 
brain su rgeo n, no thing abno rmal is seen. On the o ther 
hand, when the nerve is massaged, pain may disappear 
fo r so me time thereafter. 
In aiK)ther pro cedu re, u tilizing a special micro su rgical 
technic, the su rgeo n is able to remo ve the fibers that 
carry the impu lses respo nsible fo r pain and the sense o f 
twnperatu re. Still ano ther metho d invo lves injectio ns o f a 
fro zen sterile salt so lu tio n into the spinal co rd. Ap- 


parently, the co ld has a selective deadening actio n o n the 
diseased nerve fibers.

NEW YORK —Pigskin eye is a common seasonal ailment, 
painful but seldom fatal, characterized by distention of the 
eyeball and a corresponding shrinkage of the cerebral cortex, 
caused by incessant focusing on mov ing figures on a screen.

Occurs most frequently diring 
playoffs for quarter-championships, half-championships and 
super-championships of professional football. Relief can usually 
be effected by hav ing patient lie down with cold compresses of 
boric acid ov er the eyelids while attendant or a recorded v oice 
repeats “ flag on the play,” “ doing a great job” and “ crucial 
turnov er” in a soothing tone. 
So now it is possible, with the doctor's permission to identify 
the quarter-champions, meaning the half-champions of the two 
halv es, or conferences, of the National Footba 1 League. 
Before the Qiristmas weekend began it seemed probable that 
Saturday’s two games—Dallas v s. Minnesota and Miami against 
Kansas Qty—would produce liv elier entertainment for the 
telev ision public than Sunday’s Baltimore-Clev eland and 
Washington-San Francisco engagements. 
Howev er, not ev en Jimmy the Greek Snyder, the all-wise the 
all-knowing, could hav e foreseen the theatrics that actually came 
to pass, with an undersized necktie merchant from Cyprus 
emerging as a skin-headed deity when pro football’s longest day 
culminated in the most exciting game since the sport’s supreme 
being, Pete Rozelle, was a little boy named Alv in. 
Implausible as it was, this was the sort of dev elopment 
serious historians hav e come to expect from the Miami Dolphins. 
Here is an expansion club that nev er approached a won-lost 
percentage of .500 in any of its first four seasons. On Feb. 18 ,1970, 
Don Shula was hired away from Baltimore to coach a team with a 
1969 record of 3-10-1. In his first season, the IX>lphins won 10 of 14 
games and made the American Conference [layoffs, losing in the 
first round. 
In his secwid season they again won 10 games, losing only 
three and beat out the world’s diampions for the Eastern Div ision 
championship. For the first playoff game, they presented two of 
football’s most captiv ating indiv iduals. Bob Griese and Paul 
Warfidd, against the polished excellence of the Kansas City 
Chiefs. 
Football is a 60-minute game, 'niis match required 82 minutes 
and 40 seconds before the Dolphins brought it off, 27-24 on little 
Garo Yepremian’s 37-yard field goal in the second extra period. 
It wasn’t the first playoff d^ided under sudden-death con­ 
ditions. (Tlie protesting ear rejects Curt Gowdy’s Nice Nellie 
euphemism “ sudden v ictory.” ) It wasn’t ev en the first to go into a 
sixth period (The C^iiefs, in an earlier incarnation as the Dallas 
Texans, needed almost 78 minutes to beat the Houston Oilers for 
the 1962 champion^ip of the old American League). 
It was, howev er, the first time in liv ing memory that a team 
so controlled the ball through 60minutes that it didn’t hav e to kick 
a single punt, and still got whipped. 
Mwe often than not, the losing coach can point to errors of 
commission as factors responsible for defeat. This time, thoi^gh, 
only two scores resulted directly from mechanical malfeasance, 
Willie Lanier’s interc^tran of a pass by Griese set up Kansas 
City’s first touchdown and a fumble by the Oiiefs’ redoubtable Ed 
Pt>k>lakledto a field goal by Yepremian for a 10-10 tie at halftime. 
Rwning wild from scrimmage, with passes from Len Dawson 
and on kick returns, Podolak was the game’s outstanding of­ 
fensiv e player in spite of this error. The Chiefs were deep in their 
own territory and just trying to run out the clock in the first half 
when he lost the ball on a charge through the line. The ball just 
tumbled down his lap like a mel(H) escaping from an armload of 
groceries. 
Except for that one touchdown and one field goal, 
professional execution by the offensiv e units accounted for all the 
scoring. Each team, howev er, lost opportunities to score. Griese 
had the Dolphins mov ing strongly early in the fourth quarter 
when the Qiiefs’ linebacker, Jim Lynch, intercepted on the 
Kansas City 17, and with 35 seconds to go in the same period Jan 
Stenerud missed a 32-yard field goal that would hav e won for the 
Chiefs. 
Twice in the fifth period, the Dolphins av erted sudden death. 
Once Nick Buonoconti Mocked Stenerud’s place kick and once 
Jake Scott interested Dawson when the Chiefs were within field 
goal range. Dolphins, it seems hav e as many liv es as cats. 
Dallas and Minnesota, both with 11-3 records, may be the 
year’s best pro teams. On form, Dallas seemed the probable 
winner for the Cowboys’ defense had been just about as good as 
the Vikings’ their attack was decidedly superior, and Tom Landry 
had a decided adv antage ov er Bud Grant; the Dallas coach knew 
his quarterback by his first name. 
As they hav e done in most of their games since Roger 
Staubach was installed at quarterback, the Cowboys made a 
minimum of mistakes. Their defense got the ball away from 
Minnesota fiv e times and on three of these occasions the offense 
scored. It was just what the form sheet called for.

Nixon during 1971 was fond of 
saying that it was going to be a 
good year for the economy. 


It was only a fair year for the 


ecorwmy. But it may turn out to 
have been a very good year for 
Nixon. 


With decisive action — the 


wage-phce freeze, Riase Two 
and cool maneuvers in the 
arena of international fmance 
— the President switched the 
economic issue from his worst 
liability to a potential asset. 


Bold New Policy 
With a bold new policy Nixon 


seized the economic initiative 
from his critics, particularly 
among 
the 
Democratic 


majority in Congress, and 
blunted much of their criticism. 


Dramatic resolution of the 


international monetary im­ 
passe 
underscored 
the 


President’s success on the 
domestic front. Nixon agreed to 
a modest devaluation of the 
dollar and won in return a 
general realignment of the 
major 
industrial 
nations’ 


currencies. 


'Hiis was the ess«itial first 


step toward righting the im- 
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balance in U.S. foreign trade 
and international payments. 


Finessing Congress 


At home, Nixon demonstrated 


finesse in his handling of 
congressional 
efforts 


threatening two bills that were 
crucial to his economic policy — 
the tax bill and an extension of 
the Economic Stabilization Act. 
Some 
congressional 


Democrats hoped to narrow the 
scope of 
the 
President’s 


authority to control wages and 
prices. Others hoped to exert 
leverage over his program by 
postponing the extension of the 
Act until 1972. 
But, under pressure from 


Nixon, these efforts collapsed. 
Congress extended his authority 
until early 1973. No important 
change was made in his nnwpr 


llirealened Tax 


Bill Veto 


llie biggest threat to the 


President was the Democratic 
plan to finance presidential 
campaigns with public funds. 
TTie strategy was to attach it 
piggyback to the tax bill — to 
make the President accept one 
to get the other. 
Democrats wanted the plan in 


effect for the 1972 campaign, 
because their party is in debt 
and its fund-raising potential is 
limited. 
Under Nixon’s threat to veto 


the tax-relief bill, if necessary, 
to block the political funding 
provision, Congress gave in and 
delayed the effective date of the 
campaign financing plan until 
1973. 'Riis ruled out any effect 
on the campaign in which Nixon 
will run for re-«lection. 


Unemployment 


Still High 


As 1971 draws to its end, there 


are no assurances that Nixon’s 
new economic policy will 
succeed. 


SNOW PLOWING 
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Economists forecast a gain of 


close to $lOO-billion in total 
output during 1972. Spurred by 
lower taxes, the growing 
economy will provide jobs for 
more workers. A better showing 
in world trade by a more 
competitive United States will 
create still more jobs. 


But unemployment remains 


at 6 per cent of the work force. 
Tliere is virtually no chance of 
reducing it to the popularly 
accepted “full employment” 
level of 4 per cent by election 
day. 


Prices are high, though they 


have increased very slowly 
since midyear. But whether the 
Nixon stabilization program 
can keep pay raises the price 
boosts within bounds in 1972 is 
an open question. 


Some Foreign 


Problems Remain 
Serious 
international 


economic problems remain to 
be negotiated. TYiese chiefly 
involve access of U.S. products 
to protected foreign markets 
and vast U.S. security ex­ 
penditures abroad. 
The 
balance-of-payments 


deficit is running at a record 
rate. Realignment of the 
world’s leading currencies was 
a major achievement. But 
immediate results are expected 
to be limited, and equilibrium — 
the ultimate goal — still is well 
into the future. 


Major Campaign Issue 
I'he economy is likely to be 


the major campaign issue of 
1972. Nixon needs to hold down 
prices, increase output and 
reduce unemployment to make 
the economy his issue. 
If he succeeds, his candidacy 


for re-election will be for­ 
midable. 
If the economy refuses to 


respond, 
the 
President’s 


campaign for a second term will 
face hostility on intractable 
bread-and-butter issues. 
At year’s end Mr. Nixon has 


built up momentum and broad 
public support for his policy. If 
he can maintain both, he will 
have transformed his worst 
liability into an asset.

County producers oi corn, 
sorghum, and barley received 
official notice of bases and 
yields for the 1972 set-aside 
program recently, according to 
Charles Camp, Chairman of the 
Warren County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Committee (ASC). 
Farm bases determine the 
amount of acreage each farmer 
may enroll in the voluntary set- 
aside program operated by 
ASCS. Farmers who wish to 
participate in the 1972 program 
are required to idle cropland 
equal to 35 per cent of the farm 
total feed grain base.

Additional set-aside 
payment rates are 52 cents for 
corn, 49 cents for sorghum and 
42 cents for barley. 
Farm wheat allotments are 
also noted on the feed grain 
notice. Producers who wish to 
participate in the 1972 wheat 
set-aside program will need to 
take out of crop production in 
1972 an acreage (rf cropland 
equal to 83 per cent of the farm 
wheat 
allotment. 
Wheat 
payments will be computed 
about July I, 1972. Payment 
equals 100 per cent of parity 
minus the average price erf 
wheat on the market between 
July 1 and December 1, 1972.

The Pennsylvania Crime 
(Commission for over 18 months 
gathered strategic intelligence 
information on organized crime 
in Pennsylvania. By the end of 
1%9,142 known members of the 
organized crime syndicate in 
Pennsylvania had been iden­ 
tified and their names made 
known to local law enforcement 
officials. 
The Crime Commission’s 
report noted that organized 
crime grosses an estimated $2 
billion a year in this state ak)ne 
in gambling - as much as the 
entire State operating budget at 
that time. Tlie Commission has 
identified syndicate gambling 
operations throughout the state 
as well as information on 
prostitution and infiltration of 
legitimate business. The report 
noted the following- 
One known numbers racket 
has collected $40 millk>n in 
gross annual income in a single 
county As in the rest of the 
nation, the national syndicate 
operates, directly or through 
franchise, vast and lucrative 
criminal enterprises in gam­ 
bling, loan-sharking, narcotics, 
prostitution and taking over 
legitimate businesses. 
Tlie crime industry is con­ 
trolled by a national com­ 
mission or “board of trustees" 
who coordinate crime for profit 
by means of 24 “ branch offices" 
throughout the nation. Five 
branch offices were operating 
in Pennsylvania. Three were 
run by managers in adjacent 
states; the heads of the other 
two, it was learned in 1969, 
reside in Pennsylvania. One of 
these was a member of the nine- 
man national commission.

Of the 142 
syndicate members who lived 
or operated in Pennsylvania 92 
had records totaling 495 arrests 
for indictable offenses, but only 
one was in jail.

YOUR MOISE Y'S WOR TH 
Que stions On Soc ial Se c ur ity 


B y Sylvia Porter 


By midnight Friday, the 
nation's 850-plus Social Security 
Administration offices will have 
been swamped by an un­ 
believable 20.000,000 questions 
from tens of millions of 
beneficiaries and would be 
beneficiaries of the system. 
Ihe questions come from 
Americans of all ages, but the 
vast majority are from those in 
or past their 60s — and those 
nearing retirement age. And 
among the most ignorant about 
their own prospective Social 
Security - Medicare benefits are 
the well-to-do who will be 
eligible 
for 
the 
fattest 
paychecks when they retire. 
Here, therefore, are answers 
to six of the most frequently 
asked questions about Social 
Security retirement benefits: 
Q: 
What is the absolute 
minimum amount of time you 
must work and pay Social 
Security taxes to qualify for 


normal retirement benefits? 
A: It depends on your age. 
For men who reached age 65 in 
1971, 20 quarters of three 
months 
each 
— 
or 
the 
equivalent 
five years. For a 
working woman who reached 
age 62 in 1971,17 quarters. The 
MOST work ANYONE needs to 
have worked is 10 years (or 40 
quarters). 
Q: Who is not eligible for 
Social Security retirement 
benefits today? 
A: 'Hie only major category of 
workers not covered is that for 
federal civilian employes. Tliey 
are covered by their own 
retirement system. 
Q: How much do you tose if 
you stop working before the 
customary age of retirement? 
A: You take a reduction of as 
much as 20 per cent of the 
normal benefit if you retire and 
take your benefits as soon as 
you reach age 62, and less of a 
New German Weapons 
Said Soviet Tank Nemeses

LONDON —West Germany 
has developed three weapons 
that 
could 
provide 
North 
Atlantic Alliance forces with a 
relatively cheap means of 
stopping Soviet tank offensives. 
The 
weapons, 
Pandora, 
Medusa, and Dragon Seed, have 
been developed by the German 
Army and Air Force. The first 
two are sophisticated land 
mines, the third an advanced 
cluster bomb. They can be 
dropped frwn the air or fired by 
rockets or artillery over a 
target area in large quantities. 
British weapons experts, 
qualified sources said, are 
enthusiastic about the weapons 
and are developing them here. 
In some respects, these sources 
said, British research has gone 
beyond the German models, 
particularly in the case of 
Pandora. 
M iliary sources here see in 
the 
weapons an 
effective 
countermeasure to the three-to- 
one numerical superiority in 
tanks enjoyed by the Soviet 
Union and its Warsaw Pact 
allies in Central Europe. 
The new 
weapons 
they 
pointed out are far less ex­ 
pensive than strike aircraft 
such as the Qieyenne antitank 
helicopter now bieing developed 
in the United States or than 
even conventional mines. 
Pandora is named for the 
woman in Greek mythology who 
opened the box filled with evil. 
It is an antitank mine about the 
size of a man’s fist. 


German weapons specialists 
concluded after extensive tests 
that an armored unit moving 
into an area mined with Pan­ 
dora would be largely im­ 
mobilized. The mines are dif­ 
ficult to locate because of their 


small size and cannot be 
cleared by conventional means. 
Pandora will not injure the 
crews of tanks but will im­ 
mobilize 
the 
vehicle 
by 
destroying trades or driving- 
wheels. 
Medusa, named for the snake- 
haired 
monster 
of Greek 
mythology slain by Perseus, is 
a more lethal weapon, a 
magnetic, h(41ow-charge device 
that can tear a hole in a tank’s 
bottom. 
Although Medusa is larger 
than Pandora, the Germans 
regard its distribution by air as 
the preferable means. All 
aircraft in the West German Air 
Force are being fitted for 
dropping Medusa, which should 
become operational early in 
1972. 
Medusa also can be fitted in 
groups of five from the standard 
German rocket launcher. 
Dragon Seed, the third new 
weapon is a refinement of the 
cluster bomb and is to be fired 
from rockets or dropped from 
aircraft. It is named for the 
lethal seed of Greek mythology. 
Present theory, as it is being 
developed in Britain and West 
Germany, calls for the em­ 
ployment of all three weapons 
in a counteroffensive. Pandora 
and Medusa would be spread in 
“ carpets” over enemy ap­ 
proach routes to halt tanks and 
armored personnel carriers. 
Dragon Seed would then be 
distributed to deter mine 
clearing operations. 
Supporters 
of 
the 
new 
weapons say they represent the 
final answer to armored of­ 
fensives as they were developed 
in World War II and they have 
been envisaged by western staff 
colleges in any Warsaw Pact 
offensive into Western Europe.

age 65 when you decide to 
retire. 
Q: What’s the easiest way to 
prove your age for purposes of 
Social Security retirement 
benefits if you don’t have the 
usual documents such as a birth 
(H* baptismal certificate? 
A: If you cannot obtain a birth 
certificate or baptismal cer­ 
tificate recorded or established 
before your fifth birthday, there 
are other acceptable proofs. 
Among them, a school or census 
record, a statement by the 
I^ysician who attended your 
birth, family Bible or other 
family record, an insurance 
policy, a military record. If you 
were bom in a foreign country, 
you may be able to get hold of a 
record of your entry into the 
United 
States 
or 
your 
naturalization record. 
If you are having trouble 
k)cating proof of your age, kx:al 
Social Security officials will be 
glad to assist you. 
Q: What should you do if you 
feel a wrong or unfair decision 
has been made on your Social 
Security claim? 
A: First, ask your Social 
Security office to reconsider its 
decision. If this fails to prodi^ 
any results, request a hearing 
by a “hearing examiner” of the 
Ekireau of Hearings and Ap­ 
peals. 
Your next step is to ask for a 
review by the Appeals Council. 
And your last resort is to sue the 
Social Security Administration 
in Federal court. 
There is no charge fw any of 
these appeals, incidentally — 
although you may want to hire 
your own lawyer to refX'esent 
you somewhere along the line. 
Q: Can a divorced wife in her 
60s get survivor’s benefits if her 
ex-husband dies? 
A: Yes. If the marriage lasted 
at least 20 years and if she 
meets certain support con­ 
ditions required for divorced 
wife’s benefits. A divorced 
widow can collect these benefits 
as early as age 60, and if she is 
disablcNl, as early as SO. 
Ihis is merely a top sampling 
of the questions you, the older 
American, have asked about the

which now pays benefits to 
26,700,000, a majority of you 
retired. 


For your other questkms — 
and you are likely to have many 
— the Social Security Ad­ 
ministration has just launched a 
special ‘teleswvice” —a toll- 
free hot line you can use not 
only to ask questions but also to 
file ai^lications for c«*tain 
changes of address, status, 
change of benefit status, etc. 
In addition, Social Security 
now has a network of “circuit 
riders,” translators and other 
representatives 
who 
visit 
smaller communities to answer 
questions and help those eligible 
to see the benefits to which they 
are entitled.
